FOUR DENTISTS 
ACCUSE DARLING

|PAPERS NOT YET OPENED. 


Thirty-seven applicants for license to prac- 
tice dentistry in Illinois took the examination 
yesterday in the University of Illinois Dental 
College building at 508 South Honoré street. 

Four of them told members of the state

In the examination yesterday the questions 
presented dealt with therapeutics, metal- 
lurgy, and operative dentistry.

Peter Diamond did not attend the examina- 
tion.

Threw It Into Waste Basket. 

“The letter was written on Wrapping 
paper, as I remember it, on which, most of 
Dr. Diamond s letters were written, and 1 
didn’t pay much attention to it. My stenog- 
rapher called my attention to it. The first 
thing I did when I reached Chicago was to 
tell President Cox about it, 

“* We don't need a monitor for that er- 
amination, do we, doctor?’

He agreed that we didn't, and I 
threw the letter in the waste basket. I 
never even answered it.”

Two Objectsin View. 

“In this way the three branches of the 
government continued the functions by 
whose conduct the Mexican people exercise 
the national sovereignty in accordance with 
articles 39 and 60 of the same constitution. 

“The political program of the provisional 
government, constituted in this manner, 
from that time has been defined perfectly 
and concentrated on two fundamental propo- 
sitione—to re&stablish peace, in order that 
extraordinary elections might be held in 
compliance with the already cited article 81 
of the constitution, in order to turn over the 
executive power to the one designated by the 
popular will at these elections, and to respect 
and make respected the law. 

“In compliance with this program the ex- 
ecutive launched a call for elections, taking 
care that there should be fixed for their hold- 
ing a time which he deemed prudent, not only 
that the preparatorv work might be carried 
out but also that the republic might return 
to a state of order, which had been deeply 
disturbed in some ef the northern frontier

“Tt was a motive of especial care and 
attention of the ad interim government to 
respect and uphold the judicial power which 
continued without any letup in its august 
mission of seeing that individual guaranties 
are respected, so that the march of the public 
administration has continued without other 
obstacles than those which a state of internal 
strife, which even yet prevails in some por- 
tions of the republic, perforce brings with it. 

The elections of president and vice presi- 
dent of the republic and deputies and sena- 
tors to the congress of the union already 
have been held. Congress will be installed 
within a few days and, in accord’ with the 
constitution, will pass on the election of 


president and vice president and will give a: 


decision as to their validity or nullity. 


Huerta Refuses Candidacy. 

At the approach of the date fixed in the 
call for the holding of elections the president 
of the republic learned that his numerous

The first magistrate. inspired by his pa- 
triotic zeal, called together the candidates 
of the various parties, contenders in the elec- 
toral struggle, and in a solemn ceremony, in 
the presence of the entire cabinet, repeated 
the declarations made before the diplomatic 
corps, and called upon the candidates, in the 
name of patriotism, of which they gave un- 
questionable proof, that they manifest sol- 
emniy before the nation that if any one of 
them should be appointed by the popular 
vote all the others should collaborate moral- 
ly and patriotically, influencing their parti- 
sans, that the president-elect should be 
respected and assisted in his functions, what- 
ever might be his party affiliation. 

And this they did, at the same time mani- 
festing to the Mexican people that if none 
of the candidates obtained the number of 
valid votes to be president of the republic, 
all would coUperate to sustain the constituted 
government, to the end that the popular will 
be consulted at a more propitious time—that 
is to say, when peace in the republic would 
permit citizens in all parts of the country 
freely to cast their votes. 


Must Continue in Office. 
Now, in view of the fact that, through

Must Call New Elections. 


„ Relying, as the president does, upon the 
solemn and important offer of the honorable 
citizens who figured as candidates for the 
presidency and vice presidency, and who 
represent all the political parties of the re- 
public, sure that the most perfect harmony 
will reign between the three powers of the 
union and that the governments of the world 
will recognize without exception that only 
the present government can call new elec- 
tions and guarantee their freedom and effi- 
eacy, he hopes to fulfill easily within the 
period which congress shall designate his 
sacred duty of consulting the national desire 
to consecrate by the suffrage of the people 
the executive who is to rule definitely the 
destinies of the country. 

Otherwise the realization of the execu- 
tive's program would not be possible within 
a long period of time. This program consists 
of peace and legality, which are the only 
mediums in which the elections may become 
the expression of the true popular will, in 
which the individual native as well as for- 
eigner may enjoy full guarantees, and in 
which the economic development of the re- 
public may permit all social classes to gather 
the fruits of their labors and = products of 
their capital.

Accident Said to Have Been Fault 
of Victim, Who Ran in 
Front of Car.

Dr. D. H. Garen of 6318 South Green street, 
driving a few yards back of Mrs. Tearney’s 
car, picked up the child and hurried him to. 
St. Luke's, but the boy died without regain- 
ing consciousness. Mre. Tearney’s condition 
is such that she may not be able to appear 
at today’s inquest. Her story is corrobo- 
rated by that of Dr. Garen.

PROF. A. J. FRITH FOUND DEAD; 
“BROKEN HEART” REAL CAUSE. 


Armour Institute Instructor Never Had 
Recovered from Shock of Seeing Son 
Killed by Auto. : 


Prof. A. J. Frith, associate professor of 
mechanical engineering at Armour Technical 
institute, dismissed his first class yesterday. 
A moment afterward he was found dead at 
his desk. Physicians were called. After a 
careful examination they pronounced death 
due to acute dilation of the heart.“ 

But Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus and other mem- 
bers of the faculty are sure Dr. Frith died 
of a broken heart. Ten months ago 
his young son was run over by an automobile 
as he looked on, helpless to prevent the acci- 
dent. The boy died from his injuries. Dr. 
Frith had never been the same man since. 

Dr. John A. Hornsby, one of the professor's 
most intimate friends, said the instructor 
could not bear to look at the children he 
passed in the street since the tragedy. 

He had been in a dazed condiiton ever 
since the little fellow was killed, Dr. Horns-

Holds Relations of North and 
South American Nations

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 10.—Col. Roosevelt, 
replied tonight to a speech made by Dr. 
Zeballos at the University of Buenos Aires, 
in which the ex- minister of Argentina to the 
United States declared that Argentina has 
now grown rich, powerful, and cultured, and 
no longer needed the protection of the Monroe 
doctrine. | | 

“The Monroe doctrine was meant, sir, as 
you have said, simply to express the fact that 
the western hemisphere is not to be treated 
as Africa or Mid-Asia is treated, as a subject 
for conquest by any old world power,” said 
Col. Roosevelt. It is a doctrine which the 


United States promulgated partly as a matter } 


of policy in its own interesta and partly asa 
matter of policy in the interests of all the 
republics of the new world. 
Monroe Doctrine Mutual Benefit. 
“But as rapidiy as any other American 


republic grows to possess the stability and 


the prosperity that comes with stability, 
the self-respecting ingistence upon right to 
others and exacting right from others, just 
so rapidly does that country becdme itself a 
sponsor and guarantor of the Monroe doc- 
trine with whom the United States no longe?

Show Nets Woman's Exchange $4,000. 


One night of vaudeville will send $4,000 into 
the treasury of the Woman’s exchange today. 
The night was last night and the vaudeville 
setting was the Majestic, where with the 
“regulars” and the extras provided by the 
house management as a compliment to the 
visiting ladies, vaudeville came out dressed 
in its best. 

The bill which the women of the exchange 
chose for their annual benefit for the work 
of the exchange was as attractive as a col- 
lection of clever people could make it.

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Dr. C Coding Hessel 
by 1,500 Surgeons. 


REPORT of a series of surgical’ opera- 
tions of the head and face, regarded by 
leading surgeons as epoch making in 
the medical world, was made in a paper 
read last evening at the first of a series 
of evening sessions of the fourth annual Clini- 
cal Congress of Surgeons of North America. 
The meeting was held in Orchestra hall. Fifteen 
hundred surgeons are attending the sessions. 

Prof. Harvey Cushing of Harvard university 
made the report. He told of 156 cases of opera- 
tions on what is known as the Gasserian gang- 
lion for neuralgia of the face, with only two 
deaths. The neuralgia affected the right side 
of the face in sixty-two cases; the left side in 
thirty-six cases. Both sides have been involved 
in two cases. 

It has been the impression that these neural- 
gias occur much more commonly on the right 
side, but in the last fifty cases there has been 
an unusual number of left sided neuralgias, 
which has brought the percentage up to thirty- 
six, whereas previously the ratio between neur- 
algias of the right and left side had been about 
three to one. Two of the patients on whom 
Dr. Cushing operated were 80 and 90 years of 
age respectively. The operations were done on 
forty-six males and fifty-four females. 

Reference was made to the work of a Chi- 
cago physician, Dr. Hugh T. Patrick, who has 
popularized the method of injecting alcohol in 
these cases with beneficial results, thus doing 
away with operations in some cases. 

In the discussion Dr. John B. Murphy said 
two monuments should be erected to Dr. Cush- 
ing, one for his courage in selecting this ex- 
tremely difficult field of surgery in preference 
to general surgery, and the other for his tinal 
achievement of success in this line of work. 
When a man like Dr. Cushing reported 119 
consecutive cases of this most difficult form of 
surgery without a single death, it is an achieve- 
ment of which the medical profession should 
be proud. Dr. Murphy said his own results 
from this type of surgery were not so success- 
ful as those of Dr. Cushing. 
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Dr. E. Wyllys Andrews, chairman of the local 
committee on arrangements, welcomed the visit- 
ing surgeons to Chicago, after which he intro- 
duced Sir Rickman Godlee, president of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of England, who 
sai. he was impressed with the enormous 
amount of work in the various hospitals of 
Chicago. 

Dr. Murray McLaren, president of the Cana- 
dian Medical association, said Canada might not 
care for reciprocity in trade, but it welcomes 
the closest association in fighting the battle of 
disease among the peoples of both countries. 
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The president of the congress, Dr. George 
Emerson Brewer of New York, delivered an ad- 
dress in which he reviewed the various methods 
of closing the distal opening of the stomach 
in cases of surgery of the stomach and bowel 
and referred to a series of experiments on ani- 
mals. From a study of these experiments it 
is evident that the method he described pro- 
duces complete closure of the distal opening 
of the stomach, as proven by the fact that 
water will not pass through the constricted 
point when the stomach is distended. Although 
he has not as yet employed this method in the 
human subject, the animal experiments are so 
conclusive that he believes it to be the simplest 
and safest method yet proposed for those cases 
requiring operations upon the stomach and in- 
testine, and he woula not hesitate to perform 
the operation on a human being where it is 
indicated.

Cause of Immorality. 


INNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 10.—The “ sex 
problem novel” is held to be the chief 
cause of immorality in the United 
States in the report of the vice commit- 
tee handed in to the International Pu- 
rity congress today. The report was made by 
Chairman J. Frank Chase of Boston. 

“The practical effect is to commercialize and 
make money out of a story,” the report said. 
Questions that we are forced to face are 
graphically presented, the effect being that a 
certain class will try the experiences which the 
author has pictured.” 

The committee denounced the “tango,” “bunny 
hug,” “turkey trot,“ and other dances. 

Drinking places are the fountain head of im- 
purity, particularly in Europe, while the pro- 
hibition of segregated vice districts does not 
really suppress the social evil. These are the 
conclusions drawn by Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts of 
Washington, D. C., in an address before the 
congress tonight. 

To combat the evils of the immoral café Mr. 
Chase proposed the establishment of Pri- 
partite saloons’’—one part for men, one for 
women, and one for couples.

Every one seems 
in too great a hurry to have time to look -into 
your heart. They don't even look into your 
eyes, or they must see the longing for friend- 
ship in them. There's a young farried woman 
next door whose baby is just beginning to 
craw! about, and your eyes follow that baby 
all over the dining room floor. You've pur- 
posely shaken your rugs on the back porch 
when she is.shaking hers, hoping that she 
will see how lonely you are, and will let you 
take the baby for a few moments to crawl on 
your dining room floor. You've even put the 
downlest comforter that you have down on 
the floor just to see how it would seem to have 
that baby crawling about. And the most that 
the busy little mother has accorded you has 
been a hasty good morning over the back 
porch banister. 

Yes, I know. But as much as I sympathize 
with you, and as much as | wish I could make 
you happy this minute, Em going to say some- 
thing to you that will make you think I'm not 
at all an understanding friend. There isn't . 
bit of use in your wishing for. friends. 
can make them if you'll only try. 

> 

Read this letter that came to me the other 
day and you'll know what I mean: 

“I came to Chicago six months ago and 1 
didn’t have a solitary friend in the city. At 
first I didn’t mind it so much because I had 
my little flat to get all fixed up. And then 
there were my children to get started to 
school. But they only went for a month or so 
until school closed, and then we sent them 
out into the country to visit their grand- 
mother. 80 I was here in the city without a 
friend. And you can’t know how dreadfully 
lonely I was. My husband had his friends at 
work, but I didn’t have any women friends. 

— 

“Then one day I was reading THE TRIBUNE 
and I saw “ How to Earn Money at Home,” and 
I read it. And there was the story of some 
woman who had made friends through her 
home work. Then I thought I'd try that, too. 

“Te doesn't seem possible now that there 
was a time when I hated the city. 
now Tm so happy all of the time, and I have 
some of the most wonderful friends. I've 
found them all through my work. I wonder 
if you know how much real joy work and the 
finding of friends who are interested in the 
same things you are interested in does for 
any one. But of course you know, because 
you know how’ we feel about everything. 1 
hope I can convey to you the gratitude I feel 
for what you have done for me. 

> 


“My children are back now, safely, happy 
at school, and I have my work to keep my 
heart happy all day. All of these women 
whom I have met have been so wonderful to 
me. I used to think that women would look 
down on you if you did work when you were 
married. But none of these women do. They 
give me work to do and come over and help 
me o get it finished sometimes when they 
want their work in a sj*ecial hurry. 

“To one lonely heart you have brought hap- 
piness, and I'm sure I’m only one of the many 
whom you have changed from unhappy, lonely 
women into joyous, accomplishing, workers.” 

— 

Now, won't you be courageous, too? And 
won't you start into your working days—and 
your days of friendship? You'll be surprised 
at the power work has over loneliness, It 
drives it away before you know it. Won't you 
try the happiness bringing powers of work? 

There's a little booklet that telle how a hun- 
dred women found their work. Wouldn’t you 
like to have its help? If you'll put your name 
and address on a post card and send it to me 
I'll post the book off to you immediately. 
Will you send for it? 

A word to the buvers. There are some of 
the prettiest lamp shades you ever saw wait- 
ing for you to come and look at them in the 
,exhibit room. Some of them are fluffy and 
gay looking—just the sort o. Christmas pres- 
ent that would make a bride happy.

Lessening the Meat Bill 


N the November number of the Woman's 

Home Companion there is an article “by a 

retail butcher” on “Reducing the Meat 

Bill.” The butcher tells how to reduce the 

bill from one-third to one-half without get- 
ting less meat. , 

The main idea of this article is: Use shoul- 
der cuts for economy. They have more flavor 
and more nourishment than the more expen- 
sive cuts. If, instead of a porterhouse or a 


.T-bone steak or a sirloin steak (prices 28 to 


35 cents a pound) a woman will buy shoulder 
or chuck steak (at say 16 cents a pound), on 
two pounds of steak she will save approximate- 
ly 24 cents at least. 

“If your butcher keeps good, prime beef the 
shoulder steaks and in general all the low 
priced cuts of all meats have more flavor and 
contain more nourishment than the cuts which 
are in such great demand. Seventy-six per cent 
of the trade, according to reliable statistics, de- 
mands the best cuts of meats. This shows why 
the butcher has to ask such a high price for 
them.”

Our butcher does not mention here that in a 
large number of meat shops shoulder and chuck 
meat are not to be had. Knowing the demand 
the owners of these shops buy only hind quar- 
‘ers, and rarely the whole beef. A butcher who

FINAL ESTIMATE HIGHER. 


Husking Returns Boost Yield; 
Totals for All Grains Show 
Increases, 


Husking returns on corn have shown a 
larger yield than was estimated a month 
ago, the government in its November crop 
report making the preliminary final figures 
2,463,000,000 bushels. Last month the crop 
was placed at 2,374. 000,000 bushels and the 
final figures last year were 8,125,000,000 
bushels, indicating a loss this year, compared 
to 1912, of 662,000,000 bushels. 

It was expected the government would raise 
its October figures to some extent. The re- 
port on farm reserves of corn on Nov. 1 indi- 
cated there was 4.4 per cent, or 137,972,000 
bushels, against 64,764,000 bushels a year ago. 
The quality of the corn crop was placed at 
95.8, compared to 101.1 a year ago. 

But this year’s corn crop promises to be 
the most valuable this or any other nation 
ever has produced. Based on the depart- 
ment's figures of 70.7 cents a bushel, the 
average farm value on Nov. 1, the crop as 
now estimated is worth $1,741,353,019, while 
the value of the 1912 record crop was $1,520,- 
454,000. The previous most valuable crop 
was that of 1909, when it was worth $1,652, - 
822,000.

Liabilities of the alleged bankrupt O’Gara 
Coal company, now in the hands of Thomas

as $12,260,086. 

Holders of the company’s bonds are the 
heaviest creditors.
